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ORDER 


S.R.O.734(1)2005.-In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1950, 
(XXXIX of 1950), the Federal Government is pleased to make the 
following Order, namely:- 


1. Short title and, commencement. — (1) This Order may be called 
the Import Policy Order, 2005. 


(2) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions.- In this Order, unless the context requires otherwise, - 


(a) “Act” means the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1950 
(XXXIX of 1950); 


(b) “Annex” means an Annex to this Order; 


(c) “Appendix” means an Appendix to this Order; 

(d) “banned item” means a commodity import of which is 
prohibited under this Order; 

(e) “edible product” means a product listed at Appendix-D; 


(f) “industrial user” means an industrial establishment which 
makes imports for its own industrial use; 

(g) “place of origin” or “origin” means the country of supply 
where goods are produced or manufactured; 

(h) “restricted item’ means a product import of which is 
subject to conditions specified in this Order; 

(1) “samples” means goods in limited quantity of no 


commercial value and supplied free of cost which are either 
clearly recognizable samples or certified as samples by the 
suppliers abroad; and 

Qj) “tariff area” means a tariff area as defined in the Customs 
Export Processing Zone Rules, 1981. 


35 Basis of imports.- (1) Imports may be made against all modes of 
payment subject to procedures prescribed by the State Bank of Pakistan. 


(2) Private sector importers may enter into Commodity Exchange 
Arrangements with suppliers abroad subject to the procedure notified by 
the State Bank of Pakistan. 


(3) For imports under loans, credits or bilateral assistance requiring 
contracts to be approved by Economic Affairs Division or some other 
agency of the Government of Pakistan, Letters of Credit shall have to be 
opened within sixty days of registration of contract with a bank designated 
by the State Bank of Pakistan. 


(4) Public sector agencies shall open Letters of Credit through a bank 
designated by the State Bank of Pakistan. 


4. Freely importable items.- Subject to the provisions of this Order 
regarding prohibitions and restrictions which apply to a limited number of 
items given in Appendix-A, B and C, all other items are freely importable 
from worldwide sources. 


5. Project relocation scheme.- (1) Relocation of complete projects will 
be allowed in all industrial sectors including high-tech and export-oriented 
sectors. 


(2) | Complete laboratory projects for quality control and complete 
effluent treatment plants will be permissible to be relocated under this 
scheme. 


(3) | Spare parts on the regular inventory list of projects being relocated 
will also be permissible for import. 


(4) Plant, machinery, equipment and spare parts of projects being 
relocated may be new, old, used or secondhand. 


(5) Complete projects and spare parts thereof will be permissible for 
import under the Relocation Scheme even if their substitutes are being 
manufactured locally. 


(6) | However, relocation of project machinery and equipment would be 
subject to fitness certificate by any of the pre-shipment inspection 
companies listed below to the effect that the machinery and equipment are 
in good working condition and the remaining life is not less than ten 
years, namely:- 


(a) Messers Lloyds of London; 
(b) Messers Quality Tech, LLC; 
(c) Messers ABS; 

(d) Messers Bureau Veritas; and 
(ec) Messers SGS. 


(7) This facility, however, shall not be available for industries 
specified at S.No.51 of Part-I of Appendix-B and S.No.20 of Part-II of 
Appendix-A. 


6. Import of secondhand machinery by construction, mining and 
petroleum sectors.-(1) Construction, mining, oil and gas and petroleum 
sectors will be allowed to import second hand plant, machinery and 
equipment, actually required for their projects in Pakistan, including the 
following, namely:- 


(a) super swinger trucks conveyors (87.05); 
(b) mobile canal lining equipment (87.05); 
(c) mobile tunneling equipment (87.05); 

(d) mobile concrete pumps(87.05); 

(e) transit mixers (87.05); 

(f) Truck mounted cranes/crane lorries. 


(g) asphalt plants above 150 tons capacity (84.74); 
(h) concrete placing trucks (87.05); 

(i) asphalt pavers (84.74); 

(j) semi dump trailers (87.16); and 

(k) dump trucks above 5 tons capacity (87.04). 


(2) Import of above plant, machinery and equipment would however 
be subject to certification by any one of the prescribed pre-shipment 
inspection companies listed at sub-paragraph (6) of paragraph 5 to the 
effect that the plant, machinery and equipment is in good working 
condition and its remaining life is not less than ten years. 


(3) Secondhand or used passenger transport vehicles, including buses 
(PCT heading Nos. 87.02 and 87.03), trucks (PCT heading No. 87.04) and 
static road rollers up to 12 tons capacity (PCT heading No. 8429.4000) 
will not be allowed. 


es Import of construction machinery used abroad by the Pakistani 
companies.- Import of used and second hand construction machinery, 
including prime movers (HS heading No. 87.01) but excluding tractors (HS 
heading No. 87.01), trailers (HS heading No. 87.16), passenger vehicles and 
luxury or saloon cars (HS headings No. 87.02 and 87.03) and other vehicles 
for the transport of goods (H.S headings 87.04), will be allowed on 
completion of overseas projects by Pakistani companies, provided that such 
machinery has been actually purchased from the foreign exchange earnings 
of the concerned Pakistani companies and the machinery and equipment is 
used on the projects abroad and profit earned from the said projects is 
repatriated to Pakistan through official channels. A certificate from 
Pakistan’s Mission in the country of project confirming the actual use of 
such machinery on the project shall be submitted to the customs authorities 
at the time of import. 


8. Import of vehicles under personal baggage, transfer of 
residence and gift schemes.- Import of vehicles as defined in the relevant 
rules is allowed as per the procedure specified in Appendix ‘E’. 


9. Clearance of importable goods sent by overseas Pakistanis 
without involvement of foreign exchange.- The consignees of goods in 
Pakistan are allowed to get clearance of the goods sent by overseas 
Pakistanis without the condition of sales tax registration. The above 
exemption from sales tax registration is, however, allowed by Central 
Board of Revenue subject to the production of an earning certificate from 
the designated officer of Pakistan’s Foreign Mission concerned. 


10. Import of inputs by manufacturers cum exporters.- The export 
houses, manufacturing bonds and exporters, operating under sub-chapter 4 
(Manufacturing in Bonds), sub-chapter 6 (Common Bonded Warehouses) 
and sub-chapter 7 (Duty and Tax Remission for Exports), of chapter XII 
of the Customs Rules, 2001 and Notification No. SRO 410(D/2001 dated 
the 18" June 2001 shall be allowed to import items actually required for 
production of export items, except items mentioned in Appendix-A, B and 
€. 


11. Temporary Import.- Temporary import-cum-export of goods in 
respect of the following will be allowed by the respective Collectors of 
Customs against submission of indemnity bond or bank guarantee to the 
satisfaction of custom authorities to ensure re- export of the same within 
the specified period.- 


(a) construction companies or firms or oil and gas companies, oil 
exploration and production companies, mining companies, their 
authorized or approved contractors, sub-contractors and service 
companies, and refineries will be allowed to import all plant, 
machinery and equipment including specialized machinery 
whether new or used except secondhand or used passenger 
vehicles, trucks, buses and static road roller up to 12 tons. 
Certification of the Chief Executive of a company of the 
respective sector endorsing requirement of the contractor/sub 
contractor/service companies should, however, be required. 


(b) airlines and shipping lines will be allowed to import items on 
import cum export basis except those mentioned in Appendix-A, 
B and C, except where specifically allowed under this Order; 


(c) any goods manifested for a country outside Pakistan which are 
bonded in Pakistan for re-export to that country; 


(d) any goods imported and bonded for re-export as ship stores to a 
country outside Pakistan without requirement of furnishing 
indemnity bond or bank guarantee; 


(e) exhibition materials for fairs and exhibitions officially organized 
by the Government or Federation of Pakistan Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry or Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
will be allowed to import items except mentioned in Appendix- 
A, B and C except where specifically allowed under this Order. 
However, giveaways, sale on payment of leviable duties, 
donations and wastages etc., will be allowed;

secondhand tools and professional equipment imported by 
scientists, information technology experts, doctors, technicians, 
engineers etc., either imported in their own name or in the 
name of the company in Pakistan for which these are 
imported; 

excavation equipment and materials imported by foreign 
archeological missions; 


scientific and educational equipment imported for scientific 
educational, or cultural seminars in Pakistan on _ the 
recommendation of the concerned Ministry; 


equipment and materials imported by Pakistani as well as 
foreign nationals such as journalists, press photographers, 
members of television teams, broadcasting units, film 
companies, theater and circus companies, for their professional 
requirement, subject to endorsement on their passports; 


shipping containers for transportation of cargo; 


trucks and cargo transport vehicles registered in foreign 
countries carrying imported cargo through border customs 
stations, provided that there is a bilateral or multilateral 
agreement on reciprocity basis between Pakistan and _ the 
foreign country to which those vehicles belong;

instruments etc., into Pakistan will be allowed to the existing 
industry for the purpose of repairing in Pakistan and 
subsequent re-export, subject to submission of indemnity bond 
or bank guarantee to the customs authorities to ensure re-export 
of the same within the specified period. 


Pakistani exporters are allowed to re import exported goods for 
the purpose of removing defects by way of repairing during the 
warranty period provided in the sales contracts against 
submission of indemnity bond to the satisfaction of the 
concerned Collector of Customs. 


import of goods including means of transport, excluding those 
mentioned in Appendix-A, B and C, will be allowed under ATA 


Carnet (Istanbul Convention 1990) upon furnishing of 
temporary admission papers (Carnet etc) as due security. 


(p) import of goods (including means of transport) excluding those 
mentioned in Appendix-A, B and C, will be allowed under 
TIR Convention subject to fulfillment of all prescribed 
conditions. 
12, Classification of goods.- For proper classification of goods in 
terms of Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System 
(H.S.Code), the First Schedule to the Customs Act, 1969 (IV of 1969) 1.¢ 
Pakistan Customs Tariff (PCT) shall be referred to and shall have effect 
accordingly. 


13. Imports into export processing zones.- (1) The units operating in 
export processing zones may import goods from abroad as well as from 
the tariff area in accordance with the rules and procedures prescribed 
under the Customs Export Processing Zone Rules, 1981. 


(2) Units operating in the export processing zones may sell defective 
goods, wastes, used packing materials, empty drums and cartons, to the 
tariff area subject to the condition that the total value of such sales during 
a year does not exceed three per-cent of their FOB exports. Besides, such 
sales will be subject to payment of normal duties and taxes. 


(3) The warehouses established in the export processing zones may 
sell only such imported raw materials to the tariff area, as may be 
specified by the Federal Government by notification in the official Gazette 
from time to time. 


(4) Plant and machinery imported for export processing zones or 
already installed therein will be allowed to be sold or shifted to tariff area 
by approval of Export Processing Zone Authority irrespective of whether 
the machinery is old or new and whether it has remained installed in 
Export Processing Zones for any period provided its import is otherwise 
permissible into tariff area under the import policy. 


(5) The units established in the export processing zones shall export 
only upto twenty per cent of their total production to tariff areas in 
Pakistan while eighty per cent shall be exported to foreign countries 

14. Gwadar special economic zone.-- Admission of goods into 
Gwadar Special Economic Zone from abroad and from the tariff area will 
be allowed in accordance with the rules and procedures to be notified by 
the Federal Government. 


15. 


Change of consignee. - Customs authorities may allow change of 


consignee in respect of frustrated cargo, if the goods are otherwise 
importable in terms of this Order.

Prohibitions and Restrictions.- 


Prohibitions: (i) Goods specified in Appendix ‘A’ are banned for

Goods listed at Appendix-“C” will not be allowed to be 
imported in old, used or secondhand condition. However, 
goods whether old and used imported under personal baggage 
schemes notified vide S.R.O 450(D/2001 dated that 12 June 
2001, as covered therein are exempt from the said Appendix. 


Import of live animals 1.e, cattle, buffalo, sheep and goats, meat 
and bone meal, tallow containing protein and feed ingredients 
from BSE infected countries, such as U.K, Ireland, Belgium, 
Canada, Denmark, Falkland, France, Germany, Italy, 
Luxembourg, Holland and Spain, shall not be allowed till 
further order. 


Provided that import of pets provided that (cats, dogs, fancy 
birds, etc.) will be allowed subject to the condition that the 
concerned National Veterinary Authority of the above 
specified exporting countries shall certify the BSE status of the 
country and the feeding of pets with meat, bone meal and 
greaves derived from BSE infected ruminants has been banned 
and effectively enforced. 


Import of poultry and poultry products from Vietnam, South 
Korea, Thailand, Japan, Indonesia, Myanmar, Cambodia, Laos, 
Taiwan, Hong Kong, Malaysia, South Africa and China on 
account of Avian Influenza HS5N1 strain, shall not be allowed 
till further orders. This ban shall however not apply to de- 
sugared or de-glucosed whole egg powder, from China.

— (1) Goods specified in Appendix-‘B’ will be importable 
subject to the conditions laid down therein.

Imports under Border Trade Agreements and _ Pakistan- 
Afghanistan Trade Agreement shall be made in accordance 
with procedure notified by the Federal Government from time 
to time. 

The invoice shall give the brand name of the product being 
imported, except where it is not possible to do so (e.g. bulk 
items or where products are marketed under generic names) 

In case of goods imported into Pakistan from Kenya, a fee at 
the rate of fifty dollars (US) per document or 0.5% of the 
invoice value of goods, whichever is higher, shall be charged 
by the Pakistan High Commission, Nairobi, Kenya, for 
attestation of the Certificate of the Origin and invoice related to 
such goods 

(a) Edible products shall have at least 50% (fifty per cent) of 
the shelf life, calculated from the date of filing of Import 
General Manifest (IGM). They shall also be free of any 
‘haram’ elements or ingredients; and 

(b) Where conditions at (a) above are not printed on the 
packing, certificate issued by the Manufacturers or Principals 
in respect of these conditions shall be accepted by Customs 
Authorities. 

Import of ozone depleting substances specified at Appendix - 
‘F’ shall be subject to the policy laid down by the Federal 
Government. 

Imports from Israel and goods of Israeli origin shall not be 
allowed. 

Import of goods from India or goods of Indian origin shall be 
allowed according to the list notified vide Appendix-G. 

Import of goods shall be subject to the same national quality 
standards or regulations as are prescribed in respect of similar 
and domestically produced goods”. 

Import of edible oil in bulk quantity shall be on landed weight 
and quality basis. 

Banks and Customs shall ensure that all requirements, 
conditions and restrictions etc., as set out in this Order are duly 
complied with. 


(x) All imported packaged goods chargeable to Central Excise 
Duty shall be governed in accordance with the provisions of 
the Federal Excise Act, 2005 as amended from time to time. 


ee Prohibitions and Restrictions Imposed under other Laws: 
Notwithstanding anything contained in this order, the prohibitions, 
restrictions, conditions and requirements as prescribed under any other 
law, Act or Rules, for the time being in force, shall be applicable, mutatis 
mutandis on specified imports. 


18. Contravention of the Act.- Any imports that do not comply with the 
requirements of this Order, or are made on the basis of any false or 
incorrect particulars, shall be deemed to have been made in contravention 
of the Act: 


Provided that the Federal Government may condone such 
contravention upon payment of surcharge or on such conditions as may be 
prescribed. 


19. Relaxation of prohibitions and restrictions.- (1) The Federal 
Government may, for reasons to be recorded allow import in relaxation of 
any prohibition or restriction under this Order. 


(2) The Federal Government may relax the requirement of re-export 
on goods imported on temporary basis on such conditions as it may deem 
fit. 

(2) The Federal Government may issue import authorization in respect 
of any item for which relaxation is made under sub paragraph (1) or for 
which import authorization is required under this Order. 


(3) The Federal Government shall issue the aforesaid condonation or 
authorization on its letter-head, consecutively numbered and duly 
embossed. 


20. Suspension or ban of import — The Federal Government may 
where it deems it to be in public interest, suspend for a specified period or 
ban the import of any goods from all or any source. 


21. Dispute about import status.- (1)Any dispute or clarification regarding 
import status of any item which cannot be resolved by the Customs 
Authorities may be referred to Ministry of Commerce for final decision. 


(2) Import status as applicable to the items of Chapters 1 to 97 of the 
Pakistan Customs Tariff 2005-06, mentioned in this Order shall mutatis 
mutandis apply to Chapter 99 of the said Tariff. 


22. Repeal.- The Import Policy Order, 2004, is hereby repealed.

THE PERSONAL BAGGAGE, TRANSFER OF RESIDENCE AND 
GIFT SCHEMES (IMPORT OF VEHICLES) RULES, 2005. 








1. Definitions.-In this Appendix, unless the subject or context 
signifies otherwise.- 

(a) “vehicle” means passenger car, bus, van, trucks, pick ups 
including 4X4 vehicles; 

(b) “Earning Certificate’ means a certificate issued by an 
authorized officer of Pakistan Embassy, Consulate or 
Mission abroad (including Honorary Consulate) in the form 
at Annex-I; 

(c) “Family” means parents, sister, brother, husband, wife and 
children whether married or not, but excluding children 
under eighteen years of age; 

(d) “Gift Undertaking” means a certificate issued by an 
authorized officer of Pakistan Embassy, Consulate or 
Mission abroad (including Honorary Consulate) in the form 
at Annex-I; 

(e) “Last Two years” for the purpose of eligibility to import or 
gift another car, means a period of seven hundred days from 
the date on which Bill of Entry for the last import under this 
Order was filed; and 

(f) “Pakistan National” means a citizen of Pakistan residing 
abroad and includes a person having dual nationality, and a 
foreign national of Indo-Pakistan origin holding Pakistani 
origin card ; but does not include minors. 


2. Eligibility.- (1) Subject to the conditions stipulated here-under 
Pakistan Nationals are eligible to import or gift a vehicle: 


Provided that students receiving remittance from Pakistan; non- 
earning members of families of the Pakistan national and those who 
have imported, gifted or received a vehicle during the last two years are 
not eligible. 


2). Vehicles may be imported as personal baggage or on Transfer of 
Residence or as gift. 


3.Conditions of Import.-(1) Vehicles more than three years old shall 
not be allowed to be imported under Gift and Personal Baggage 
Schemes. This condition shall however not apply to the vehicles 


imported under Transfer of Residence Scheme .

Minimum stay abroad for import as personal baggage shall be 180 
days within the last seven months preceding the date of application. 
Minimum stay abroad requirement for gifting a vehicle or 
importing under transfer of residence shall be at least 700 days 
during the past three years. 

A vehicle may be gifted only to a family member normally resident 
in Pakistan. 

In case of transfer of residence, the applicant shall upon his arrival 
submit written declaration in duplicate to the Customs who shall 
return one copy, duly acknowledged, to the applicant. 

In case of cars with engine capacity of 1800 cc and above and 4x4 
vehicle in new condition to be imported either under personal 
baggage or under gift scheme, the duty and taxes will be paid out 
of foreign exchange arranged by Pakistan nationals themselves or 
local recipient supported by bank encashment certificate showing 
conversion of foreign remittance to local currency. 

A motorcycle or scooter shall be allowed to be imported upon 
transfer of residence provided that there shall be no entitlement to 
import a vehicle and the same conditions shall apply mutatis 
mutandis, as are applicable to import of a vehicle. 

Agricultural tractors, bulldozers, laser land levelers and combined 
harvesters will also be allowed under gift, baggage and transfer of 
residence schemes subject to the same conditions as applicable for 
import of vehicles. However, import thereof under gift scheme will 
be allowed once every year. 


4. Procedure for import:- (1) Personal baggage: Application as per 
form CR-PB/G (Annex.III]) accompanied with the following documents

e) declaration given to the Customs upon arrival. 


5. Import of cars by non-privileged foreign nationals and 
restrictions on sale of such cars.- A non privileged foreign national 
who comes to Pakistan on a specific contract of service with any local 
or foreign firm or with a Government or semi-Government authority in 
Pakistan can bring a car as personal baggage. 


6. Permission to re-export the vehicles brought in contravention of 
this Order.-Where a vehicle is brought into Pakistan by a Pakistani 
national in contravention of this Order, he may be permitted to re-export 
such vehicle: 


Provided that where the importer brings such vehicle against 
fake or forged documents, he shall, in addition to the confiscation of the 
vehicle, be liable to such other penalty as may be imposed under any 
law for the time being in force.

Islamabad, the 21° July, 2005 
ORDER 


S.R.O 735(D/2005 - In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act, 1950 (XXXIX of 1950), the Federal Government 
is pleased to make the following Order, namely:- 


1. Short title and commencement. -(1)This Order may be called the 
Export Policy 
Order, 2005. 


(2) It shall come into force at once. 


2 Definitions.- In this Order, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context,- 


(a) “Act” means the Imports and Exports (Control) Act 
1950 (XXXIX of 1950); 


(ob) “Appendix” means an Appendix to this Order; 


(c) “gift parcel’ means goods being sent abroad 
through post or courier service as gift; 


(d) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under the 
Act or under this Order, 

(e) “sample” means goods in limited quantity clearly 
identifiable as such and of no commercial value; 
and 

(f) “Schedule” means a Schedule to this Order. 


3. Basis of exports.- Exports from Pakistan shall be made 
under the foreign exchange rules, regulations and procedures 
notified by the State Bank of Pakistan from time to time and upon 
submission of such documents as may be prescribed. 


4. Export of goods.-(1) Export of all goods shall be allowed except 
those specified in Schedule-I to this Order. Export of goods specified in 
Schedule II to this Order shall be subject to the conditions given therein. 


(2) The provisions of this Order shall not apply to:- 


(a) 


any goods constituting the stores or equipment or machinery 
parts and kitchenette of any outgoing vessel, conveyance or 
airline or the bonafide accompanied baggage of the crew or of 
the passengers in such vessel or conveyance or airline: 


Provided that banned or restricted items shall not be 
allowed unless otherwise authorized; 


any goods trans-shipped at a port in Pakistan after having been 
manifested for such trans-shipment at the time of despatch from 
a port outside Pakistan; 


any goods, stores or equipment when sold abroad on 
Government to Government basis or exported under an export 
authorization issued by any officer authorized by the Ministry of 
Defence in this behalf; 


export of samples subject to the following conditions, namely:- 


(i) | that the export of such goods is not banned, 

(ii) the f.o.b. value does not exceed twenty five thousand US 
dollars (US$ 25,000) or equivalent per exporter per annum, 
and 

(iii) that the goods are supplied free of charge: 


Provided that leather garment manufacturers shall be 
entitled to export one hundred samples per annum, 
irrespective of monetary value. 


Provided further that the monetary and quantitative ceilings 
shall not be applicable if the samples are exported in a 
mutilated form; 


export of gift parcels of a value not exceeding five thousand US 
dollars (US$ 5,000), or equivalent in Pak. Rupees; 


export of relief goods to any part of the world by the Cabinet 
Division (Relief Cell), Government of Pakistan; 


(g) | bonafide baggage of persons travelling outside Pakistan; and 


(h) persons travelling outside Pakistan who may take with them as 
accompanied baggage, goods without any restriction of quantity, 
or any requirement of encashment certificates provided that such 
goods do not include items listed in Schedule | and that in respect 
of items of Schedule III, the prescribed conditions have been met. 


(3) Transit and Border Trade shall be allowed under the 
procedure prescribed therefor. 


5. Relaxation of prohibitions and restrictions.- (1) The Federal 
Government may, for reasons to be recorded allow export in relaxation of 
any prohibition or restriction under this Order. 


(2) The Federal Government may issue export authorization in respect 
of any item for which relaxation is made under sub-paragraph (1) or for 
which export authorization is required under this Order. 


(3) The Federal Government shall issue the aforesaid condonation or 
authorization on its letter-head consecutively numbered and duly 
embossed. 


6. Export authorization and its validity. - The Ministry of 
Commerce shall issue export, export — cum - import or re-export 
authorization for any item under the special dispensation provision 
of this Order which shall unless specified otherwise, be valid for a 
period of six months. 


ts Re-export of frustrated cargo.- Re-export of frustrated cargo 
shall be allowed by the Customs authorities subject to the 
conditions contained in the Customs Rules, 2001. 


8. Exports to Afghanistan and through Afghanistan to 
Central Asian Republics.- 
(1) In Pak Rupees. - Subject to provisions of sub- 
paragraph (1) of paragraph 4, export of all commodities 
produced or manufactured in Pakistan, excluding those

manufactured in manufacturing bonds, shall be allowed 
via land route, against Pak-rupee on filing of regular 
shipping bills without Form ‘E’. Such exports shall not 
be entitled to (1) zero-rating of sales tax on taxable goods, 
(11) rebate of central excise duty; and (ili) repayment or 
drawback of customs-duty. 


(2)In convertible currency.- Subject to provisions of 
sub-para (1) of paragraph 4 and Schedule III, all items 
and commodities produced or manufactured in Pakistan 
exported, via land route or by air against irrevocable 
letters of credit, confirmed orders on realization of export 
proceeds through banking channel or advance payment, 
in convertible foreign currency, shall be allowed (1) zero- 
rating of sales tax on taxable goods, (11) rebate of central 
excise duty and (iii) repayment or drawback of customs- 
duty, subject to the following conditions, namely:- 


the proof that goods exported from Pakistan have reached 
Afghanistan will be verified on the basis of copy of import 
clearance documents by Afghan Customs Authorities across the 
border. 


packages or retail packing shall be prominently and indelibly be 
marked with the expression “For Export Only’, and in case of 
international donor agencies “For Export only — supply for aid 
to Afghanistan (insignia of the organization) — not for sale in 
Pakistan’; 


export shall be allowed only through authorized export land 
routes i.e. Torkham, Chaman, Ghulam Khan (for export of 
cement only) and Qamar Uddin Karez (when it becomes 
operational); 


(d) 


export from Export Processing Zones and manufacturing bonds, 
except vegetable ghee and cooking oil, shall be allowed but 
these exports shall not be entitled to (4) zero-rating of sales tax 
on taxable goods, (ii) rebate of central excise duty; and (iii) 
repayment or drawback of customs duty: 


Provided that exports made to ISAF may be made on 
deferred payment basis, without opening of Letter of Credit, 
subject to the following conditions, namely:- 


(i) the waiver shall be applicable strictly to 
exports made to ISAF; 

(ii) shipments to ISAF are made by their 
authorized agents duly endorsed by the 
ISAF receiving agent in Afghanistan; and 

(111) payment of foreign exchange is received 
within sixty days of shipment. 


(3) Exports by international donor agencies: Export of such 
goods as are made by or on behalf of UNHCR, World 
Food Programme, UNDP, UNFPA, ICRC, WHO, FAO, 
UNICEF against international tenders, as relief goods to 
Afghanistan, shall be allowed the facility of normal duty 
drawback against payment in convertible foreign 
currency, through all standard modes of payment 
including letters of credit, advance payment and DA/DP 
basis. 


(4) Normal duty drawback shall remain available on exports 
to the Central Asian Republics via Iran. 


(5)Export of acetic anhydride to Afghanistan shall not be 
allowed till further orders. 


9. Export-cum-import.-(1) Imported items may be exported for 
purposes of repairs, replacement, or refilling of cylinders and ISO 


tanks subject to submission of indemnity bond to customs 
authorities undertaking that goods being exported shall be re- 
imported after repairs, replacement, or refilling. 


(2) Customs authorities shall allow Pakistani exporters to 
replace the exported goods found defective as per terms of sale 
contract subject to furnishing of- 

(a) acopy of contract; and 

(6) a communication form the buyer detailing the goods that 

have been found to be defective. 

(3) | Export-cum-import of vehicles shall be allowed for purposes 
of traveling abroad, on the basis of carnet de passage issued by 
Automobile Association of Pakistan, or a guarantee issued by 
Pakistan Transport Mutual Assistance Co-operative Society Ltd., or 
on indemnity bond furnished by the owner of the vehicle. 


(4) | The temporary export and re-import of locally manufactured 
or imported machinery or equipment for the purpose of carrying out 
works awarded to construction, engineering and_ electrical 
companies shall be allowed, on submission to the customs 
authorities of undertaking along with evidence of contract that the 
machinery shall be imported back upon conclusion of the contract. 
No refund of import duties or levies, if paid at the time of import of 
machinery, shall be admissible in such cases of export-cum-import. 


10. Re-export of Goods or items (except banned items as 
per Schedule-| of this Order and items on the negative list of 
Afghan Transit Trade);-Export of imported goods in their original 
and unprocessed form shall not be allowed except;- 


(a) parts obtained from ship breaking; 

(6) scrapped battery cells; 

(c) waste dental amalgam; 

(d) waste exposed X-ray films; 

(e) old machinery provided no refund of import levies or duty 
draw back shall be made; 

(f) items imported against back to back letter of credit for re- 
export subject to the procedure and conditions notified by 
the State Bank of Pakistan; and 


(g) imported goods in their original and unprocessed form 
provided that re-export is made against sight letter of 
credit or advance payment. 

(h) The manufacturer-cum-exporter imported goods with the 
condition that payment will be made on quality approval 
and the quality of the goods is not approved; 

(i) the manufacturer-cum-exporter imported goods which 
partially consumed in the manufacture of goods for 
export and the balance remained un-utilized due to 
quality inspection and damage or the balance goods 
could not be disposed of locally due to brand 
conditionalities; and 

(j) goods imported under various duty free schemes meant 
for exports and could not be consumed due to 
cancellation of export order. 


11. | Export of Chemicals etc.- (1) Under the Chemicals Weapons 
Convention, the chemicals which can be used for industrial sector 
as well as for production of chemical weapons, have been defined 
as Scheduled Chemicals and listed as Schedule 1, 2 and 3 
chemicals there-under. 


(2) | Schedule 1 chemicals, listed in Appendix “A” have 
least commercial use and hence cannot be exported to States not 
party to the convention and hence export of these chemicals have 
been restricted under Schedule 2 and Schedule 3 chemicals listed 
in Appendix “B” and “C,” of this Order respectively, are widely used 
in the commercial sector and can be exported to States not party to 
the Convention with the restriction that for such transfers, importing 
country shall adopt the necessary measures to ensure that the 
transferred chemicals shall only be used for purposes not 
prohibited, under the Convention. Forms T20 and T30 attached as 
Appendices “D” and “E,” respectively, shall be completed by the 
recipient State and by the end user before importing these 
chemicals from Pakistan. Detailed instructions with regard to filling 
and disposal of these forms are covered in Appendices “F” and 
“G” 


12. Export from Export Processing Zones.- The units operating 
in Export Processing Zones may export goods abroad as well as to 


the tariff area in accordance with the rules and procedures 
prescribed by the Customs Export Processing Zones Rules, 1981. 


13. Exports from Gwadar Special Economic Zone. - Export of 
goods from Gwadar Special Economic Zone to foreign countries 
and to the tariff area will be in accordance with the rules and 
procedures to be notified by the Federal Government. 


14. Restrictions imposed under other Acts and _laws.- 
Restrictions or conditionalities imposed under relevant provisions of 
the following Acts, Ordinances and Laws shall be treated to be 
restrictions and conditionalities under this Order, namely:- 


a) — the Antiquities Act, 1975 (VII of 1976); 

b) the Arms Act, 1878 (XI of 1878); 

c) — the Copyright Ordinance, 1962 (xxxiv of 1962); 

d) — the Customs Act, 1969 (IV of 1969)

THE IMPORTS AND EXPORTS (CONTROL) ACT, 1950 
ACT NO. XXXIX OF 1950. 


An Act to continue powers to prohibit or control Imports and 


Exports. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to continue powers to prohibit, restrict or 


otherwise control imports into and exports from Pakistan: 


It is hereby enacted as follow: 


1. Short Title, Extent, Commencement And Duration 


1) This Act may be called the Imports and Exports (Control) 
Act, 1950 
2) It extends to the whole of Pakistan 


3) It shall come into force immediately 


2. DEFINITIONS. In this Act. 
a) “Chief Controller” means the officer appointed

3. POWERS TO PROHIBIT OR RESTRICT IMPORTS AND

(1) The Federal Govt. may, by an order published in the Official 
Gazette and subject to such conditions and exceptions as may be 
made by or under the order, prohibit, restrict or otherwise control 
the import and export of goods of any specified description, or 
regulate generally all practices (including trade practices) and 
procedure connected to the import or export of such goods and 
such order may provide for applications for licenses under this Act, 
the evidence to be attached with such applications, the grant, use, 
transfer, sale or cancellation of such licenses, and the term and 
manner in which and the periods within which appeals and 
applications for review or revision may be preferred and disposed 
of, and the charging of fees in respect of any such matter as may 
be provided in such order. 


(2) No goods of the specified description shall be imported or 
exported except in accordance with the conditions of a license to be 
issued by the Chief Controller or any other officer authorized in this 
behalf by the Federal Government 


(3) All goods to which any order under subsection (1) applies 
shall be deemed to be goods of which the import or export has 
been prohibited or restricted under section 16 of the Customs Act, 
1969(IV of 1969), and all the provisions of that Act shall have effect 


accordingly 


(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in the aforesaid Act the 
Federal Government may, by an Order published in the official 
Gazette, prohibit, restrict or impose conditions on the clearance 
whether for home consumption or warehousing or shipment abroad 


of any imported goods or class of goods 


4. CONTINUANCE OF EXISTING ORDERS 

All orders made under section 3 of the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act, 1947, and in force immediately before the 
commencement of this act, shall so far as they are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act, continue in force and shall be 
deemed to have been made under the Act 
4 A. PROHIBITION TO SELL OR PURCHASE IMPORT LICENSE 
No person shall sell, purchase or otherwise deal in any import 


license. 


4 B. PROHIBITION REGARDING SALE AND TRANSFER OF 
GOODS BY INDUSTRIAL CONSUMER 

Except with the previous permission in writing of the Chief 
Controller or any other officer authorized in this behalf by the 
Federal Government no person who, in his capacity as industrial 


consumer, imports any goods against a licence issued to him 
where no licence is required for the import of such goods Industrial 
consumer, without any licence shall sell or otherwise transfer such 
goods, or use the goods for a purpose other than the purpose or 
purposed for which the licence was issued or such goods were 
imported 


5. PENALTY 

(1) If any person contravenes any provision of this Act or any Order 
made or deemed to have been made under this Act or the Rules 
made thereunder, or makes use of an import or export licence 
otherwise than in accordance with any condition in that behalf 
imposed under this Act, he shall without prejudice to any 
confiscation or penalty to which he may be liable under the 
provisions of the Customs Act, 1969 (IV of 1969), as applied by 
sub-section (3) of Section 3 of this Act be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to one year, or with fine 


up to Rs. One million or with both. 


(2) If any person contravenes any provision of any order made or 
deemed to have been made under this Act or the rules made 
thereunder, or makes use of an export licence otherwise than in 
accordance with any condition subject to which it was granted the 
Federal Government or any officer authorized by it, may suspend, 
adjust deduct or cancel the whole or, as the case may be any part 
of export quotas whether granted to or acquired by such person on 
the basis of performance, purchase or by any person on the basis 
of performance, purchase or by any other means whatsoever and 


suspend or as the case may be cancel the export registration of 
such persons 
(3) No Order under sub-section (2) shall be passed unless the 


concerned person has been given an opportunity of being head. 


5 A. COMMERCIAL COURT 


(1) The Federal Government may, by notification in the official 
Gazette, establish, as many Commercial Courts as it considers 
necessary and where it establishes more than One Commercial 
Court, shall specify in the notification the territorial limits within 
which, or the class of cases in respect of which each one of them 
shall exercise jurisdiction under this Act. 

(2). A Commercial Court shall consist of a person who is, or has been 
either a Session Jude or a High Court Judge, who shall be the Chairman, 
and two members to be appointed by the Federal Government from 


amongst:- 


a) The officers of the Federal Government not below BPS-19 
to be nominated by the Ministry of Commerce; and 

b) Business-men or executives whose names appear on the 
panel of such person to be drawn by the Federal 
Government in connection with the Federation of Pakistan 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry 


(3) The Chairman and the member of a Commercial Court shall be 
appointed on such terms and conditions as the Federal 


Government may determine 


(4) A Commercial Court shall sit at such place or places as the 
Federal Government may direct. 


(5) A Commercial Court shall have all the powers conferred by the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), on a Court of 


Session exercising original jurisdiction. 


(6) A Commercial Court shall not merely by reason of a change in 
its composition, be bound to recall and rehear any witness who has 
given evidence, and may, on the evidence already recorded by it or 
produced before it. 
(7) A Commercial Court shall in all matters with respect to which 
no procedure has been prescribed by this Act, follow the procedure 
prescribed by the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 
1898), for trial of cases by Magistrates and a person conducting 
prosecution before a Commercial Court shall be deemed to be a 
Public Prosecutor; 
Provided that Commercial Court may, if it thinks fit, try any case 
in a summary way in the manner prescribed by the said Code 


for summary trials 


(8) n appeal against the decision of a Commercial Court may be 
filed to the High Court within 30 days. 


(9) No act or proceedings of a Commercial Court shall be invalid 
by reason only of the absence of one or more members, or the 
existence of any vacancy amongst its members, or any defect in its 
composition. 

5 B. JURISDICTION 

(1) The contravention of an order made under section 3 relating to 
export trade shall be tried exclusively by a Commercial Court. 

(2) A Commercial Court shall not take cognizance of an offence 
triable under sub section (1) except upon a complaint in writing 
made by an officer of the Export Promotion Bureau authorized by 
its Chairman or Vice Chairman by a general or special order in this 
behalf. 

(3) Upon the establishment of a Commercial Court, all cases to which the 
jurisdiction of the Commercial Court extends and which may be pending 
in any Court immediately before the establishment of the Commercial 


Court shall stand transferred to the Commercial Court 


(4) A Photostat copy of any document produced in support of a 
complaint made to a Commercial court under sub section (2) shall 


be admissible in evidence 


Provided that such copy is duly attested by the Pakistan 
Mission in the country in which such document was written or 
prepared or by an officer of the Export Promotion Bureau 
authorized by its Chairman in this behalf . 


(5) In respect of a case transferred to a Commercial Court by virtue of 


sub-section (1) the Commercial Court shall not by reason of such transfer, 


be bound to recall and rehear any witness who has given evidence in the 
case before the transfer and may act on the evidence already recorded by 


or produced before the court which tried the case before the transfer. 


(6) A Commercial Court shall, as far as may be, disposed off a 
matter within a period of ninety days following the filing of the 


Complaint; 


Provided that any decision of the Commercial Court shall not 
be rendered invalid by reason of any delay in the disposal of a 


matter. 


(7) Where a Commercial Court finds an exporter against whom a 
complaint has been made guilty of contravening any provision of an 
order made under section 3 relating to export trade, it may, in 
addition to any punishment provided under section 5, make an 
order requiring the exporter to deposit in Court within the time 
specified by the Court for payment to the Foreign buyer as 
compensation such amount as is in his opinion equivalent in value 


to the loss or damage suffered by the foreign buyer. 


Provided that, where immediate payment of compensation to 
such foreign buyer as in the opinion of the Commercial Court in the 
best interest of the country it may direct the payment of such 
compensation from out of the Revolving Fund set up by the Federal 


Government 


(8) The amount of compensation payable by an exporter in 
pursuance of an order under sub-section (5) shall be recoverable 
as an arrear of land revenue along with interest at the prevailing 
bank rate for the period following the expiration of the time within 
which such amount was payable. 

(9) The amount of compensation along with interest recovered 


from the exporter shall be credited to the Revolving Fund. 


5 C. TRANSFER OF PENDING CASES. 

(i) Upon the establishment of a Commercial Court, all cases to which the 
jurisdiction of the Commercial Court extends and which may be 

pending in any Court immediately before the establishment of the 


Commercial Court shall stand transferred to the Commercial Court 


(ii) In respect of a case transferred to a Commercial Court by virtue of 
sub-section (1) the Commercial Court shall not by reason of such transfer, 
be bound to recall and rehear any witness who has given evidence in the 
case before the transfer and may act on the evidence already recorded by 
or produced before the court which tried the case before the transfer 

6. COGNIZANCE OF OFFENCES 

No Court shall take cognizance of any offence punishable under section 5 


except upon complaint in writing made:- 


a) In the case of an offence which is punishable both under that Act or the 
rules made thereunder and also, whether by confiscation or otherwise, 
under the Customs Act, 1969 (IV of 1969) by a Collector of Customs or 
by an officer of Custom authorized in writing in this behalf by a Collector 


of Customs or 


b) In the case of any other offence by the Chief Controller or by an officer 
authorized by him in writing in this behalf and no Court inferior to that of 


a Magistrate of the first class shall try any such offence 


7. SAVINGS 

No Order made or deemed to have been made under this Act shall be 
called in question in any Court, and no suit, prosecution or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against any person for anything in good faith done or 
intended to be done under this Act or any rules made thereunder or any 
order made or deemed to have been made thereunder 

8. POWER TO MAKE RULES 

The Federal Government may make rules not inconsistent with this 
Act for carrying out the purposes of this Act and may in such rules 
provide for the setting up of a Revolving fund and for matters 
relating thereto 

9. REPEALED
